Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department 
for  1965*  in  which  an  account  is  given  of  the  work  carried  out  during 
the  year#  This  is  the  tenth  such  Report  to  be  circulated  since  the  Urban 
District  was  formed  in  April,  1956,  and  has  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  Noo  1/66 » 

Vital  Statistics 


Extracts  from  the  Vital  Statistics  for  1965  will  be  found  on  peige  6. 
The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  population  for  mid-1965  rose  by 
1,290  to  60,290o  Details  of  births  and  deaths  are  still  passed  to  the 
Manager  of  the  Commission  for  the  New  Towns,  Crawley  Executive,  and  I am 
told  that  the  estimated  population  at  the  end  of  1965  was  62,000o  The 
total  births  during  1965  were  1,133»  a fall  of  102  from  the  previous  year, 
and  so  the  Crude  Birth  Rate  has  dropped  to  l8o79o  Of  the  to tad  births, 

48  were  illegitimate  (4024%)  - a figure  well  below  the  national  average o 
The  Crude  Death  Rate  on  the  other  hand  rose  slightly,  but  remains  at  a 
very  low  figure o 

A detailed  table  of  causes  of  death  appears  on  page  7»  Motor  vehicle 
accidents  accounted  for  7 deaths,  compared  with  11  during  the  previous 
year,  but  there  was  only  one  other  death  due  to  accident » The  number  of 
suicides  increased  to  10,  8 of  whom  were  maleo  Malignant  diseases  in  all 
forms  caused  82  deaths  and  of  these,  26  were  due  to  cancer  of  lung  or 
bronchus « 

We  now  have  complete  vital  statistics  for  a ten-year  period  in 
Crawley  - 1956  to  1965  "•  aad  during  this  decennium  deaths  from  camcer  of 
the  bronchus  total  l4l  (123  males  and  I8  females),  from  cancer  of  the 
breast  55 » and  from  cancer  of  the  uterus  I8,  of  which  in  all  probability 
13  originated  in  the  neck  of  the  womb  and  so  might  have  been  diagnosable 
at  an  early  stage  by  cervical  smears o Women  in  Crawley  have  shown  a 
laudable  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  development  of  cytology  as  a pre- 
ventive measure  against  this  form  of  cancer o However  the  above  figure 
suggests  that  they  should  be  even  more  enthusiastic  about  an  anti- 
cigarette smoking  campaign  and  should  themselves  set  a good  example. 

While  in  the  past  bronchial  carcinoma  has  been  predominantly  a disease 
of  the  mede  sex,  the  proportion  of  female  cases  rises  inexorably  with 
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each  year  that  passes.  Cancer  of  the  cervix,  on  the  other  hand,  although 
still  causing  nearly  2,500  deaths  each  year  in  England  and  Wales,  is  not 
a common  disease  and  is  becoming  steadily  less  frequent,  the  mortality  hav- 
ing been  halved  during  the  last  half  century. 

Notifiable  Diseases 


During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  outbreadc  of  Measles,  which 
commenced  in  the  late  autumn  of  1964,  continued,  the  total  notifications 
received  being  1,219<> 

Only  one  case  of  Sonne  Dysentery  came  to  light  and  here  infection  was 
shown  to  have  been  contracted  outside  the  area. 

Food  Poisoning 

Only  one  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  officially  notified  during  the 
year.  The  patient  was  a woman  who  had  a severe  attack  of  gastro-enteritis 
in  August,  necessitating  her  admission  to  hospital,  where  Salmonella  typhi- 
murium  was  isolated.  As  she  was  normally  employed  as  a food-handler,  full 
precautions  were  necessary  at  her  place  of  work  in  an  adjoining  area. 

One  small  family  outbreak  due  to  Salmonella  Reading,  involving  all 
five  members,  may  or  may  not  have  been  food- borne. 


The  courses  of  instruction  in  Food  Hygiene,  which  have  been  given 
each  spring  and  autumn  during  the  last  four  years,  at  the  Crawley  College 
of  Further  Education,  have  proved  a great  success.  Lectiires  are  given 
by  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors,  in  conjunction  with  the  staff 
of  the  College,  and  are  planned  in  accordance  with  the  syllabus  of  the 
Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene.  All  who  attend  are  encour- 
aged to  take  the  examination  for  the  Certificate  of  Food  Hygiene  and  the 
Handling  of  Food  and  numbers  have  varied  between  l4  and  24  for  each  course 
of  twenty- four  lectures.  We  have  always  been  impressed  by  the  high  pro- 
portion of  students  who  have  shown  great  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the 
scheme. 

One  result  of  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak  of  1964  was  to  focus 
attention  on  the  standards  of  food  handling  and  on  the  importance  of  such 
education,  for,  in  spite  of  all  the  effort  of  the  last  twenty  years,  the 
position  is  not  yet  generally  satisfactory.  The  Committee  of  Enquiry, 
after  studying  this  outbreak,  drew  attention  to  difficulties  in  training 
and  recommended  that  the  Food  Hygiene  Advisory  Council,  set  up  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  should  consider  the  matter.  The  report  of  this 
body,  recently  published,  reviews  the  efforts  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  Local  Authorities  and  commercial  organisations  concerned  with 
the  production  and  distribution  of  food.  It  points  out  that,  although 
there  has  of  late  been  a decline  in  the  total  number  of  food-poisoning 
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outbreaks  reported  each  year,  the  drop  has  been  less  among  the  "family 
and  sporadic"  group.  Undoubtedly  the  improved  position  in  the  cater- 
ing trade  is  mainly  due  to  the  systematic  education  of  employees  and 
management,  and  the  record  of  Local  Authorities'  clean  food  schemes  is 
certainly  a creditable  one. 

It  is  clear  that  improvement  on  the  domestic  front  - for  it  is 
here  that  the  greatest  hazard  now  lies  - can  only  follow  a greater  dis- 
semination, among  the  general  public,  of  knowledge  of  the  basic  biological 
principles  involved  in  the  production  said  distribution  of  food.  This 
knowledge  should  surely  be  acquired  at  school,  where  nowadays  so  much 
is  done  to  teach  "Domestic  Science"  - at  least  to  girls.  There  is  room 
for  much  closer  co-operation  in  this  field  between  Departments  of  Educa- 
tion and  of  Health. 

The  preparation  and  serving  of  food  in  the  average  household  is  but 
part  of  a hurried  and  often  disorganised  daily  round  of  household  manage- 
ment, where  one  pair  of  hands  must  deal  with  the  care  of  children,  cleaning 
the  washing  of  clothes,  sick  nursing,  shopping,  etc.  Were  the  requirement) 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  fiegulations  to  be  applied  to  the  kitchen  in  such  a 
house,  it  would  surely  be  condemned,  for  there  are  many  situations  in  such 
an  environment  where  food  preparation,  carried  out  among  such  everyday 
tasks,  must  carry  a high  risk  of  bacterial  contamination. 

Of  recent  years  more  and  more  processed  foods  have  been  introduced 
and  offer  many  advantages.  They  permit  the  quick  preparation  of  a meal 
by  the  housewife  who  returns  home  in  the  evening  after  a day's  work,  auid 
may  offer  a nutritional  intake  independent  of  season  or  of  harvest,  but 
it  must  be  remembered  that  their  use  calls  for  an  understanding  that  such 
food  behaves  in  storage  quite  differently  from  the  home  prepared  dishes 
which  formed  the  staple  diet  of  our  parents.  The  importance  of  strict 
compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the  manufacturers  cannot  be  too 
strongly  stressed. 

Care  of  the  Aged 

I am  glad  to  say  that  it  was  again  unnecessary  to  take  action 
during  the  year  under  Section  4?  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  19^8. 

This  is  the  section  which  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  from  their 
homes  of  elderly  and  infirm  persons  living  in  insanitary  conditions. 

Vaccination  Certificates 


Persons  travelling  abroad  to  countries  which  require  International 
Certificates  of  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Cholera,  must  still 
have  such  doctunents  signed  by  the  practitioner  concerned,  after  which 
the  form  must  be  taken  to  the  Health  Department  of  the  area  in  which 
the  doctor  resides  or  practises.  The  object  of  this  procedure  is  to 
authenticate  the  doctor's  signature  as  required  by  International  agreement. 
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As  no  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  England  and  Wales  during 
1965*  the  number  of  forms  stamped  at  the  Town  Hall  was  only  1,286  - 
about  the  average  figure. 


I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Steel,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  and  to  his  staff  for  their  co-operation  during  the 
yeau*  and  for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  appreciation  of  the 
support  which  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Situated  between  the  Forest  Ridge  and  the  Weald  in  pleasant 
country,  Crawley  was  for  long  a market  town  and  shopping  centre  for 
the  surrounding  rural  districts.  Its  recorded  history  dates  back 
to  Norman  times.  In  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  the 
London  to  Brighton  Road,  passing  through  the  town,  was  one  of  the 
most  frequented  highways  in  Britain  and  the  George  Inn  became  a 
famous  coaching  house. 

In  19^7  it  was  decided  that  Crawley,  with  the  surrounding  area, 
should  be  expanded  into  one  of  the  eight  New  Towns  which  it  was  planne4 
to  build  in  a ring  approximately  25-30  miles  from  the  centre  of  London. 
Crawley  can  now  claim  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  of  these  to 
reach  the  stage  of  completion.  Whereas  the  designated  area  of  the 
town  housed  only  9t300  people  in  19^7 s the  present  population  is  over 
63,000.  Thus  many  people,  mainly  from  the  metropolis,  have  moved  to 
new  surroundings  where  they  enjoy  a high  standard  of  living  and  have 
established  a settled  community.  Covering  6,000  acres,  the  town  is 
approximately  yh  miles  across  and  is  surrounded  by  a green  belt  with 
ready  access  to  the  countryside.  The  Crawley  Development  Corporation 
was  responsible  for  the  planning  and  building  of  the  town,  including 
the  majority  of  houses,  most  shops  and  some  factories,  but  the  admin- 
istration of  the  area  is  in  the  hands  of  the  local  authorities  - the 
West  Sussex  County  Council  and  the  Crawley  Urban  District  Council. 

The  town  was  planned  to  have  nine  residential  areas,  with  popula- 
tions varying  from  4,600  to  8,250,  a Town  Centre  and  an  Industrial 
Area,  the  Inst  being -situated  to  the  north  of  the  town  on  the  London 
side,  adjoining  the  main  road  and  railway.  Sach  residential  area  is 
largely  self-contained,  having  a ^imary  School,  shops  which  provide 
for  daily  needs,  a Church  and  a Public  House.  This  arrauigement  cuts 
to  a minimum  the  distance  which  children  are  obliged  to  Wcilk  to  school 
in  their  early  yeaurs.  A tenth  Neighbourhood  is  now  in  course  of 
development,  5^  dwellings  being  already  in  occupation.  As  Education 
Authority  the  West  Sussex  County  Covmcil  has  provided  Primary,  Secon- 
dary Modern  and  Grammar  Schools,  and  a flourishing  College  of  Further 
Education  has  been  established  serving  a wide  area. 

The  first  permanent  Community  Centre  was  built  adjoining  West 
Green  Primary  School,  but  in  1963  further  Centres  were  completed  in 
Pound  Hill  and  Northgate  and  in  1965 » one  in  Three  Bridges.  Six 
semi-permanent  Community  Huts  are  in  use  in  the  Neighbourhoods  eind 
two  Youth  Huts  are  provided. 

The  number  of  dwellings  which  were  erected  by  the  Crawley  Develop- 
ment Corporation  and  the  New  Towns  Commission  (Crawley  Executive) 
toteds  11,570,  including  both  houses  and  flats. 
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There  is  a wide  variation  in  the  size  and  type  of  accommodation 
provided,  with  over  265  types  of  dwelling,  and  the  average  density 
is  12.5  to  the  acre.  At  the  end  of  1965  the  Crawley  Urban  District 
Council  had  1,256  properties  in  occupation. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  residents  work  in  Crawley,  either  in 
factories  or  in  the  town's  services.  Eighty-six  factories  are  at 
present  in  production.  Unemployment  remains  at  a very  low  level. 

The  total  number  at  work  in  the  town  at  the  close  of  the  year  was 
51 » 000  (16,500  in  industry;  14,500  in  other  trades  and  occupations). 

The  policy  adopted  by  the  Crawley  Development  Corporation  was  to 
provide  a limited  number  of  shops  in  the  Neighbourhood  Centres,  125 
in  all,  a larger  number  being  in  the  more  distant  areas.  The  Town 
Centre  has  become  a shopping  area  of  regional  importance,  having  over 
150  new  shops  trading.  This  figure  includes  department  stores,  banks , 
gas  6uid  electricity  showrooms,  etc.

Uuring  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  make  some  adjustments 
in  respect  of  the  Smoke  Control  programme  and  the  extra  work  that 
this  entailed  resulted  in  a drop  in  routine  inspections  in  other 
spheres.  With  regard  to  food  premises,  consideration  is  given  in 
the  relevant  part  of  this  report  to  the  possibility,  or  even  proba- 
bility, of  the  increase  in  complaints  regarding  food  being  due,  at 
least  to  some  extent,  to  a rather  low  level  of  routine  inspections. 

In  view  of  planning  considerations,  it  was  considered  imprac- 
ticable to  commence  the  compulsory  improvement  of  older  houses  by 
way  of  the  declaration  of  Improvement  Areas,  but  reasonably  steady 
progress  in  this  respect  was  maintained  by  voliintary  measures.  The 
additional  post  which  was  established,  mainly  with  more  extensive 
work  in  this  field  in  mind,  was  not  therefore  filled. 

Following  the  appointment  of  a Technical  Assistant  (Mr.  Moss) 
in  January,  good  progress  was  made  in  the  implementation  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  some  fifty  per  cent  of 
registered  premises  being  fully  inspected. 

With  conditions  in  Crawley  becoming  more  and  more  settled  it 
becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  make  interesting  reading  of  an 
Annual  Report  of  this  nature,  but  it  is  perhaps  encouraging  in 
itself  to  realise  that  no  untoward  circumstances  call  for  excep- 
tional comments. 

I would  again  like  to  express  appreciation  of  the  interest, 
diligence  and  loyalty  of  all  members  of  the  staff.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  remained  generally  satisfactory  in  both  quality  and 
quantity,  although  several  complaints  were  again  received  regarding 
”dirty"  water  following  disturbance  of  deposits  in  the  mains.  The 
main  cause  for  this  disturbance  was  the  necessary  adjustment  in 
quantities  drawn  from  the  two  supply  sources  - Weir  Wood  and  Hardham  - 
the  trouble  being  corrected,  where  necessary,  by  the  Water  Board's 
programme  of  mains  flushing.

Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Architect  and  Planning 
Officer  in  respect  of  new  development  so  that  noise,  as  well  as 
other  possible  nuisances,  may  be  prevented  or  controlled  from 
the  outset.

The  level  of  infestation  shows  practically  no  change  from 
the  previous  two  years  and  it  does  now  seem  that  it  has  reached 
the  practicable  minimum  under  present  circumstances.  The 
majority  of  infestations  in  residential  areas  can  again  be  attri- 
buted to  the  over-generous  feeding  of  birds. 

The  soil  sewerage  system  remained  free  of  infestations  but 
it  is  now  becoming  apparent  that  the  surface-water  systems  are 
the  most  probable  routes  used  by  rats  moving  in  from  the  surrounding 
countryside.

l^e  courses  of  preparation  for  the  Certificate  Examination  in 
Food  Hygiene  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene 
were  again  run  in  conjunction  with  Crawley  Collejge  of  Further 
Education  and  22  candidates  were  successful.  This  now  brings  the 
total  of  successful  candidates  in  this  examination  to  92. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  number  of  inspections  of  premises 
has  fallen  still  fvirther  (486  as  against  552  in  1964),  but,  again, 
unexpected  pressure  from  other  quarters  - mainly  in  respect  of 
smoke  control  - resulted  in  this  routine  duty  being  curtailed.  This 
should  be  considered  in  relation  to  tiie  future  staffing  of  the 
department. 

Food  Complaints 

The  most  noticeable  thing  otherwise  - which  may  be  indirectly 
connected  with  a low  level  of  routine  visits  - is  the  increase  in 
complaints  from  45  to  74.  There  is  no  doubt  that  spot  inspections, 
coupled  with  the  -giving  of  advice  to  retailers  is  the  best  method  of 
madntaining  high  standards  in  food  premises. 

There  are  probably  other  factors,  however,  which  contribute 
to  some  extent  to  the  increase  in  complaints.  The  move  to  the  Town 
Hall  has  certainly  made  it  more  convenient  for  complainants  to  call 
and  this  may  well  have  been,  in  some  cases,  the  deciding  factor  in 
whether  or  not  a complaint  should  be  lodged. 

The  fact  that  fourteen  of  these  complaints  concerned  mouldy  or 
stale  food  indicates  that  some  retailers  still  fail  to  ensure  proper 
stock  rotation.  It  is  surprising  how  long  some  are  taking  to  learn 
this  elementary  rule  of  good  shop-keeping.  Retailers  are  constantly 
being  advised  to  introduce  their  own  systems  of  date-coding  but, 
nevertheless,  these  lapses  still  occur  with  depressing  frequency. 

Twenty-four  complaints  referred  to  "foreign  bodies"  in  various 
food  stuffs.  The  variety  of  these  objects  is  too  extensive  for 
detailed  report’,  but  included  maggots  (in  chocolate),  glass  (in  milk) 
and  muslin  cloth  (in  corned  beef).

The  Order  in  respect  of  the  West  Green  neighbourhood  was 
originally  intended  to  come  into  force  on  the  1st  September,  1963* 
However,  in  view  of  the  revision  of  ideas  which  resulted  from  the 
issue  of  Ministry  Circular  69/63  suad  subsequent  difficulties  with 
regard  to  the  completion  of  conversions  by  this  date,  the  Council 
felt  obliged  to  seek  a postponements  This  the  Minister  granted 
and  the  Order  will  now  come  into  force  on  the  1st  September,  1966 o 

An  Order  made  in  respect  of  the  Langley  Green  neighbourhood 
was  confirmed  and  will  come  into  force  on  the  1st  October,  1966. 

This  now  means  that  seven  of  the  ten  residential  neighbourhoods 
(representing  3»68o  acres  of  the  total  5*622  acres  of  the  district) 
are  now  smoke-controlled. 

The  next  Order  will  deal  with  the  Northgate  neighbourhood 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  come  into  force  on  the  1st  October, 
1967o 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1936  (Continued) 

Much  detailed  work  is  involved  in  this  programme,  but  there 
has  been  virtually  no  opposition  to  its  implementation  and  the 
co-operation  of  occupiers,  owners  and  installers  alike  has  been 
much  appreciated o 

Some  difficulties  were  experienced  in  obtaining  certain 
premium  solid  smokeless  fuels o It  has  also  been  apparent  that 
a small  minority  of  residents  in  Smoke  Control  Areas  have  been 
burning  unapproved  coals o It  is  felt,  however,  that  the  best 
method  of  controlling  such  infringements  is  to  make  it  illegal  to 
buy  or  sell  unapproved  coals  for  use  in  smoke-controlled  premises* 
At  the  moment  the  onus  is  on  occupiers  not  to  emit  smoke  and  a 
conscientious  fuel  merchant  is  likely  to  lose  the  custom  of  those 
who  insist  on  using  unapproved  coal  if  it  can  readily  be  obtained 
elsewhere* 

Industrial  Plant 


Once  again,  the  main  activity  in  this  respect  has  been  in 
respect  of  chimney  heights.  Many  discussions  were  held  with 
architects  and  heating  engineers  on  the  subject*  The  Ministry 
Memorandum  has  undoubtedly  been  of  great  assistance  in  these 
discussions* 

ihen  Section  10  of  the  Act  was  applicable,  no  insurmountable 
difficulties  were  encountered,  but  it  is  felt  that  the  exemptions 
afforded  by  this  Section  are  far  too  liberal  and  are  creating  avoid- 
able troubles  for  the  future* 

The  advent  of  ample  supplies  of  natural  gas  will,  perhaps, 
make  it  practicable  to  insist  on  the  use  of  less  polluting  fuels 
where  there  are  warrantable  objections  to  adequate  chimney  heights. 

Here  again,  close  liaison  with  the  Architect  and  Planning 
Officer  is  maintained  so  that  new  proposals  can  be  dealt  with  early 
in  the  planning  stages*  By  these  means  the  formal  procedure  of 
Prior  Approval  can  normally  be  short-circuited*

APPENDIX  A 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


1.  Laboratory  Facilities 


Routine  bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Brighton 
Public  HeaLLth  Laboratory.  Routine  samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice- 
cream are  submitted,  together  with  many  other  types  of  specimens. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  despatch  to  the  laboratory  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  of  any  specimens  which  general  practi- 
tioners may  wish  to  send  for  examination. 

We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  J.E.  Jameson,  the  Director  of  the  Labora< 
tory,  for  his  assistance  amd  advice  on  many  occasions. 

2.  Ambulance  Service 


The  ambulance  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

Six  ambulance  vehicles  were  in  use,  and  the  staff  increased  to  ten 
Driver/Attendants.  During  1965  the  Crawley  ambulances  covered 
98,57^  miles  and  conveyed  15 » ^7  patients. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service,  in  the  north-east  corner  of  the  County, 
was  under  the  control  of  the  Area  Officer  at  Horsham,  serving  the 
whole  of  this  area.  During  1965 » the  voluntary  drivers  covered 
5^»561  miles  when  transporting  26,06l  patients  to  hospitals  and 
clinics. 

5*  Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Disease 

The  majority  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  need  of  hospital 
treatment  are  normally  admitted  to  Foredown  I.D.H.  at  Hove,  although 
the  number  sent  in  during  1964  was  small.  I must  express  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

We  are  advised  that  any  cases  of  Smallpox  occurring  in  the 
District  should  be  sent  to  the  River  Hospital  (Long  Reach),  Hartford, 
Kent.

Bishop  Bell  Clinic,  Tilgate.  Sessions  are  held  on  Mondays  and 
Fridays  from  2-4  p.m.,  a doctor  being  in  attendance  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Monday,  and  also  on  the  first,  third  and  fifth 
Friday  in  the  month. 

Ifield  Community  Hut.  Sessions  are  held  weekly  on  Fridays  from 
2.  - k p.m.,  a doctor  being  in  attendance  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Friday  in  the  month. 

Southgate  Community  Hut.  Sessions  are  held  each  Thursday  from 
2 - 4 p.m.,  a doctor  being  in  attendance  on  the  third  Thursday  in 
the  month. 

Gossops  Green  Clinic  (at  Gossops  Green  School).  Sessions  are  held 
twice  weekly  on  Wednesdays  from  10  a.m.  and  on  Fridays  from  2 - k p.m., 
a doctor  being  in  attendance  on  Fridays. 

Family  Planning  Clinic.  A Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  at 
the  Health  Clinic  in  Exchange  Road  at  7 p*m.  to  9 p*m.  on  Mondays 
and  1.45  p.m.  to  3»45  p.m.  on  Fridays,  and  for  Oral  Contraception 
only  on  Thursdays  from  6.45  p.m. 

Relaxation  Classes 


Health  Clinic,  Exchange  Road.  Classes  are  held  weekly  on  Mondays 
at  2 p.m. 
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(c)  School  Health  Service.  Regular  inspections  of  children  are 
carried  ..out  at  all  schools  by  the  District  MoO.H.  and  other  School 
Medical  Officers  in  the  service  of  the  County  Council. 

Two  full-time  Dental  Surgeons  operate  in  Crawley.  Regular 
sessions  are  held  at  the  Crawley  Health  Clinic  and  Langley  Green 
Clinic. 

E|ye,  Orthopaedic,  Child  Guidance,  Physiotherapy  and  Speech  Clinics 
are  held  in  the  town. 

Sessions  for  immunisation  are  held  at  the  Crawley  Health  Clinic, 
and  at  the  Clinics  in  Three  Bridges,  Tilgate,  Gossops  Green,  Langley 
Green,  Southgate  and  Ifield. 

(d)  Home  Help  Service.  The  County  Council  provides  a directly- 
administered  Home  Help  Service.  All  enquiries  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Area  Home  Help  Organiser,  32-^0,  North  Street,  Horsham. 


Bo  Other  Facilities 


(i)  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services.  A comprehensive 
hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Hospital  accommodation  of  a private  nature 
is  available  in  certain  circumstances,  subject  to  appropriate 
charges.
